G.S.R. 578(E).—Whereas the Central Govern¬ 
ment is satisfied that the use of the drugs specified 
in the Table below is likely to involve risk to 
human beings or the said drugs do not have the 
therapeutic value claimed or purported to be claim¬ 
ed for them or contain ingredients and in such 
quantity for which there is no therapeutic justifi¬ 
cation and it is necessary and expedient in the 
public interest so to do; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of powers confer¬ 
red by section 26A of the Drugs and Cosmetics 
Act, 1940 (23 of 1940), the Central Government

hereby prohibits the manufacture and sale of the 
said drugs, namely :—
